ROOSEVELT SEEKS 
NEW NRA STIMULUS 


President Obtains Agree- 
ment From Rail Heads 
To Purchase 700,000 
Tons of Steel Rails.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—(#)— 
Thousands of manufacturers over the 
nation were told tonight by the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers 
that a closed union shop under which 
labor contracts were made with a sin- 
gle union would violate the intent of 
the recovery act. 

This interpretation went out in a 
copyrighted bulletin prepared by John 
C. Gall, associate counsel of the asso- 
ciation, and took direct issue with 
William Green, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

The association also informed em- 
ployers that under the law they could 
advise workers against joining a labor 
union, or, within limits, offer special 
inducements, such as group insurance 
to employes, who will join and bar- 
gain through a company union, 

As the documest went into the 
mails, President Roosevelt at the 
White House was seeking new stimu- 
lus for the recovery campaign through 
loans to the railroads with which to 
buy steel rails if the steel companies 
would cut the prices. 

Bids Agreed Upon. 

At a conference with four leaders 
of the steel industry, Joseph B. Kast- 
man, the rail co-ordinator, and Don- 
ald R. Richberg, general counsel of 
the NRA, Mr. Roosevelt obtained 
agreement for “competitive bids” upon 
between 600,000 and 700,000 tons of 
rails. The money needed would be 
loaned the railroads from the public 
works fund. 

Hugh S. Johnson, the recovery ad- 
ministraéor, was unable to attend the 
conference, being confined to Walter 
Reed hospital with an infection. 

The bulletin of the manufacturers’ 
nssociation was interpreted by NRA 
officials as widening the breach be- 
tween capital and labor over the la- 
bor section of the recovery act that 
guarantees the right of workers to 
bargain collectively in any manner 
they choose without interference or 
coercion from employers. 

Evasions Charged. 

Green only last week charged that 
“astonishing evasions” of the law 
were being practiced by big companies 
in furthering company unions whic 
are made up of employes of single 


plants, 

Replying to Henry I. Harriman, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, Green said 
the recovery act did not prohibit the 
closed shop. 

Gall said that “since the recovery 
act leaves to the employe the clear 
option as to the form of collective 
bargaining he desires, if any, there 
ie no difference whatever under the 
law between a company union, on the 
one hand, and an affiliate of the

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WARNING OF WAR 
RINGS IN GENEVA 
AS LEACUE MEETS 


Solemn Opening Pro- 
nouncement of Council’s 
Chief Spurs Efforts to 
Forward Cause of Peace. 


GENEVA, Sept. 25.—(/)—Fifteen 
years after “that fratricidal crime, 
the great war,” the world still con- 
fronts the menace of war, Premier 
Johan Mowinckel, of Norway, declar- 
ed today when, as president of the 
council he opened the sessions of the 
League of Nations’ assembly. 

His solemn warning spurred ac- 
tivity amo.; the world statesmen 
gathered here to advance the cause 
of peace. Oc first importance were 
efforts to bridge the chasm between 
France and the new Germany of 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler. 

Norman H. Davis, United States 
disarmament negotiator, had dinner 
tonight with Baron Konstantin Von 
Neurath, the German foreign minister. 
Mr. Davis continued the work of 
Franco-German mediation already 
started by Sir John Simon, the British 
foreign secretary. 

Other Issues Dwarfed. 

Dr. Mowinckel’s warning of the 
menace of war, coupled with the 
negotiations’ to achieve concrete re- 


sults in disarmament by composing 
the differences between France and 
Germany, dwarfed for the time being 
the issue of Germany’s treatment of 
the Jews. 

Anticipating attacks on this score, 
the German delegation gave notice 
that it did not fear discussion of the 
question by moving that all matters 
involving minority peoples be consid- 
ered by the political committee of the 
assembly. 


“Wifteen years after the close of 
that great fratricidal crime, the great 
war, we find to our shame,” Dr. 
Mowinckel told the assembly, “that 
we have made little progress toward 
a_better. understanding, a purer at- 
mosphere, and a healthier mentality 


among people. 

“On the contrary, the thought of 
war and the possibility of war are 
ever present, hanging over the na- 


Disillusioning Acts. 
“It is our duty to improve and 


the eyes of the world. The fact that 
the League has not succeeded in cre- 
ating a better situation in the far 
east is not calculated to strengthen 
its position. The effect of disillusion- 
ments to which the situation in Eu-

FARM GROUP ASKS 
INFLATED MONEY 


Roosevelt and Pledges 
Persistent Campaign. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—)— 
Another farm group marched to the 
White ‘House and~ the farm - credit 
agencies today to demand a .cheaper 
dollar to aid the farmer, voicing at 
the. same time a determination to 
“stick right here and hammer for it.” 

The delegation, including among its 
membership representatives. of the 
American .Farm Bureau Federation 
and several allied associations, was. 
headed by Edward A. O'Neal, presi- 
dent of the bureau. It called on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Secretary Wallace and 
Henry Morgenthau Jr., governor of 
the farm credit administration. 

Mémbers. of»the delegations said “a 
failure to help agrieulture promptly 
may easily culminate soon in dan- 
gerous social unrest with consequent 
disaster to all oar institutions.” — 

Meantime, the administration 
sought to put millions in money back 
to work through railroad repairs and 
purchase of steel financed by federal 
funds, as well as by stepping up pub- 
lic works activities in the general re 
covery program. 

As another stimulus to buying, the 
administration went quietly ahead 
with plans for releasing deposits in 
closed: banks. A specific example of 
this was the reopening in Washing- 
ton of a new bank formed from sev- 
eral closed ones, freeing $8,000,000. 

Meanwhile, Senator King, demo- 
crat, Utah, an advocate of remonetiza- 
tion of silver, said he was planning 
to get together’ in Washington soon 
“all the real friends of silver” to see 
what they’ could do.

Roscoe Turner Sets Record 
By Spanning U. S. in 10 Hours 


NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—(4#)}—Col-< 
onel Roscoe Turner—he of the nattily 
trimmed mustache and dashing uni- 
forms—flew from California today in 
10 hours and 5 1-2 minutes, a west- 
east .transcontinental record. 

“Well,” said Turner when he climb- 
ed out of his plane at Floyd Bennett 
field at 11:43 1-2 a. m., “it took me 
five years to do it. I tried to break 
the record five times and now I've 
gone and done it.” 

Turner clipped 13 1-2 minutes off 
the previous record held by Jimmy 
Haizlip.

REGION IS ORDERED 
UNDER ARMED RULE 


Meager Advices Tell of 
Terrible Scenes With 
Most of City.Submerged 
and Many Marooned. 


MEXICO, D. F., Sept. 25.—(>)— 
First official estimates from Tampico 
tonight reported 5,000 persons killed 
in the hurricane which struck there 
last night and devastated three-fourths 
of the city. 

No official estimates were available 
but all reports agreed there was a 


tremendous loss of life. 

Most of the city was inundated, 
with a loss of millions of dollars in 
property damage, said fragmentary re- 
ports reaching the National Observa- 
tory and Pan-American Airways to- 
night. 

A message sent ‘by wireless to the 
observatory by way of Vera Cruz from 
a steamer anchored in port said the 
region was a seene of desolation and 
that the city had been placed under 
martial law as relief work began. 

The observatory said that the floods 
on the Panuco river were unprecedent- 
ed, that hundreds were isolated and 
that thousands were left homeless. 
The wind and the water laid waste all 
three-fourths of the once 
prosperous oil port,’ 

The department of the interior sec- 
retary, Eduardo Vasctncelos, was or- 
dered by President Rodriguez to pro- 
ceed immediately to the stricken city 
with several sanitary brigades, food 
and medical supplies, 

The only direct official report from 
Tampico was from ‘General Anselmo 
Macias, military chief of the district, 
who said the storm had caused a 
“tremendous catastrophe” and martial 
law had been declared. 

The report of General Macias said: 

_“More than three-quarters of Tam- 
pico completely destroyed. Solid and 
wooden houses of all kinds were 
wrecked. Many dead and injured. 
Forces under command are af- 
fording aid to an enormous number 
of people who are asking help. For 
the safety of the city I have declared 
martial law.”

RECOGNITION FOR RUSSIA? 
Despite conflicting reports from 
’Washington, it is evident that rec- 
+ ognition of soviet Russia by the 
‘United States is being seriously 
‘considered by this government. It 
is believed in some quarters that 
‘the decision to take this action” has 
already been reached and only a 
propitious time is being awaited for 
the official announcement to be 
‘nade, 

It is significant of the change of 
‘American attitude toward Russia 
during the past year that the re- 
cent reports predicting recognition 
have failea to cause the widespread 
protests that have met such reports 
in the past. 

Undoubtedly this change in the 
United States is caused by the aban- 
-donment of many of the most ob- 
jectionable soviet policies and the 
softening of the belligerent attitude 
of the communist leaders. 

Many of the present policies of 
the soviets are radically at vari- 
ance with those first promulgated. 
Property rights are being recog- 
nized to the extent of allowing a 
family to build and own its own 
home; there is greater freedom of 
action for both men and women, 
and there seems to have been a 
marked discontinuance of efforts to 
sprea® the gospel of communism 
in other countries. 

Coincident with the abandonment 
of the policies which were most 
objectionable to the average Amer- 
ican has come the announcement 
that the Russian government is 
willing to confer on the debts of 
nearly a billion dollars owed to the 
United States. government and to 
business concerns in this country— 
debts arising out of loans made to 
- the czarist government and of the 
destruction of property during the 
communist uprising. 

These changes, all leading back 
towards the capitalistic form of 
government and away from com- 
munism, have brought a feeling in 
this country that ft may now be 
advisable to extend recognition—a 
feeling that is undoubtedly strength- 
ened by the promise of extended 
trade relations which would follow. 
FARM SURPLUSES FOR NEEDY. 

The announced program of co- 
operation between the agricultural 
adjustment administration and the 
Emergency Relief administration 
will be beneficial both to the farmer 
and the unemployed families who 
are still dependent upon public ald 
for food and shelter. 

Under the plan to be followed 
agriculture will be benefited by the 
use of surplus farm crops for re- 
lief work, the needy will be given 
more and better food and the gov- 
ernment will be able to effect ma- 
terial savings in the amount of 
money it has been necessary here- 
tofore to apportion to unemployed 
families for their food, 

Machinery is being set up in the 
agricultural adjustment administra- 
tion for the purchase of surplus 
commodities of all kinds and for 
their distribuéion to relief centers 
throughout the country.

real service. 


WOMEN AND THE NRA. 

United support of the national 
recovery program by the women of 
the country is reported by a group 
of leaders of women’s organiza- 
tions in interviews appearing in 
the current issue of Good House- 
keeping. 

Stirred by the statement of Gen- 
eral Johnson, NRA administrator, 
that “women must carry the whole 
weight of President Roosevelt’s war 
against depression,” these women 
leaders urge upon the members of 
their organizations the formation of 
vigilance committees to report any 
code violations, that may be at- 
tempted in their communities. 

The following excerpts from the 
interviews of these outstanding 
women are indicative of the frank, 
straight-from-the-shoulder manner 
in which they pledge their loyalty 
to the NRA: 

Mrs. Lena Madesin Phillip, presi- 
dent of the Natiqnal Council of 
Women: “Women should be cou- 
rageous enough to report to the prop- 
er authorities any infringement of 
the plan. They should use their ef- 
forts to put out of office any offi- 
cials who obstruct the operation of 
the act.” 

Miss Lucy Randolnh Mason, gen- 
eral secretary of the National Con- 
sumers’ League: “Women’s clubs 
should use theserganizations they al- 
ready have to form vigilance com- 
mittees in their own communities.” 

Mrs. Gertrude Folks Zimand, di- 

rector of research of the National 
Child Labor committee: “The bridge 
party has been accused of being the 
place where women pass on news of 
‘special bargains.’ Let it now become 
the center for arousing interest in 
the NRA program.” 
_ Similar comment is made by the 
heads of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, the National Y. W. 
C. A. and the National Council of 
Jewish Women.

Health Talks

EXPECTANT TREATMENT OF 
APPENDICITIS. 

Up to the time I had it myself, I 
always believed in and practiced ex- 
pectant management of acute appen- 
dicitis. That is, I thought it wise to 
wait 48 hours, and consider an oper- 
ation then if the attack seemed to 
warrant it. But I theught my doctors 
were taking too great a chance when 
they allowed my attack to run on 
and on for hours and hours before 
they trundled me off to the operating 


room. 

In England for a yéar or more there 
has been a controversy in the profes- 
sion over the treatment of appendici- 
tis. We referred to it here last May. 
Quoted the Dr. Robert T. Morris, of 
English surgery—Lord Moynihan, 
who declared that patients never die 
of appendicitis in England; they die 


that physics are fatal—where there 
is an acute bellyache which may pos- 
sibly be appendicitis, never, never, 
should the. patient take or be given 
pin kind of laxative or physic: That 
only tends to aggravate and stir up 
and spread any inflammation there 
may be. A vast amount of experience 
in this country has proved that the 
appendicitis patient who has received 
a physic or laxative has a poorer 
chance to recover than has the pa- 
tient who has not received such medi- 
cine. The “healing, soothing” effect 
of castor oil is sheer old fishwife and 
it is time sensible folk realized it. 

Moynihan went further and said 
that an‘ aperient (British for physic 
or cathartic) had been-the cause of 
perforation in every such case of 
gangrenous appendicitis he had seen— 
and we all know Moyni has seen 
plenty. He said no danger would en- 
sue from expectant treatment if aperi- 
ents were withheld and nothing, not 
even a swallow of water was given 
by mouth. Which all sounds impres- 
sive coming from such a great sur- 
gical authority. But just the same, 
I’d rather have the operation for 
mine, that is, if I felt reasonably 
certain that the trouble was acute 
appendicitis. 

cow a London surgeon by the 
name of R. A. Ramsay would “leaye 
severely alone” cases of appendicitis 
in which there is reason to believe 
the inflammation involves more exten- 
sive structures than the appendix, that 
is, where there is some péritonitis 
with congestion and greater friability 
of tissues, but this surgeon insists 
upon operation as the best treatment 
in routine cases, 

Still another prominent English 

surgeon, R. J. McNeill Love, seems to 
favor expectant treatment—he retorts 
that the best way to leave such cases 
“severely alone” is not to operate. 
But they all agree that in any case 
the four F’s must be vigorotsly en- 
forced: Fowler’s position (shoulders 
higher than hips), fomentations (ap- 
plication of cloths wrung out of hot 
water, or perhaps a poultice, for te- 
lief of pain), fluide only and four 
hourly temperature chart. 
I don’t know—maybe we'll have to 
send a omg sore of a wstnsie we sur- 
geons over settle controversy. 
Our surgeons know how to deal with 
appendicitis.

The young doctor quit wasting his time and energy on hangovers and 
the nerves of boredom and devoted himself to the poor who needed him. 
“The practice of medicine is a dog’s life,” said he, ‘if you can’t feel that 
you are being uSeful.” : 

Every individual worth his salt reaches a similar conviction when he 
matures. : |

“Harvey Bailey never saw Bates 
until he was put in jajl with him in 
Oklahoma City and has not seen 
George Kelly in two years,” declared 
Mathers. 

The 54-year-old Shannon testified 
on the contrarv, that Bailey came to 
the farm the Tuesday after Urschel 
was brought there on Sunday.

President Given Right to 
Raise or Lower Cuban 
Allotment. 


By SAM BLEDSOBR. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—(— 
Already approved by President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Hull, a sugar ste- 
bilization agreement today was laid 
before Secretary Wallace with the 
expectation that his signature would 
put the pact into effect soon. 

Officials said the various interests 
represented in the agreement had 
signed it and that, in addition to the 
chief executive and the state depart- 
ment, it was in accord with the views 
of Secretaries Dern and Ickes. 

A cardinal feature of the agree- 
ment, officials said, is a provision giv- 
ing the president the right to raise 
or lower the tentative Cuba quota of 
2,000,000 tons annually. 

This was expected to make it ac- 
ceptable to whatever government that 
may succeed to power in the island, 
since Secretary Hull and the president 
himself have expressed sympathy with 
Cuba’s economic plight. 

The total allotment is approximate- 
ly 7,000,000 raw tons. yearly, the 
quotas for the Philinpines, Cuba and 
the Virgin islands having been re- 
vised upward since the last formal 
hearing on the pact. 


The Philippines, those who framed 


the agreement say, willbe allowed 
1,100,000 tons yearly, instead of the 
955,920 first proposed. At the insist- 
ence of Secretary Ickes, the Virgin 
islands are to be allowed 15,000 tons 
annually instead of the first quota of 
9,080. 

Officials said the other quotas were: 
Hawaii 975.000; Porto Rico 875.000; 
Louisiana 250,000: Florida 60,000, 
ro domestic beet sugar areas 1,750,-

(/)—With four persons in jail, Sher- 
iff J. A. Lowe tonight continued his 
search for the real story behind the 
slaying of Thomas Price, 65-year-old 
bard of the Union Pacific rail- 
road, 
Virge Williams and Charlie Buch- 
anan, wounded when shotgun blasts 
broke the stillness on a mountain 
trail near here late Saturday, said 
Dewey Potter, 30-year-old caretaker 
at an abandoned mine, fired before 
they could heed his warning to turn 
around. 

Potter, though making no formal 
statement after his surrender to offi- 
cers here, indicated he would plead 
self-defense on the grounds the shoot- 
ing occurred when Price resented his 
order to leave the mining property. 

In jail with Potter were his three 
companions at the time of the shoot- 
ing. They are his brother, Clarence, 
35; his son, Wayne, 14, and Eric 
Ledford, 22. 

Price was killed by pistol or rifle 
slugs, while Williams and Buchanan 
were struck by shotgun pellets.

Wheth- 
er this led to an ambushing or to a 
quarrel in which ‘both parties made 
threatening advances was the question 
which officers sought to settle.

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“Such an~old familiar pattern as 
I have for you today. How many 
of you recognize it? No, it is not 
the swatiska, but the pattern called 
‘Fly Foot.’ Mrs. Leach of Toronto 
sent this pattern to us. Remember 
what I told you a few weeks ago about 
the generosity of the Canadian quilt 
makers? I prove my statement again 
with this quilt pattern.” 

For many women the quilt pro- 
vides a relicf from vexing troubles 
and bothers. It offers a chance, too, 
to create something. Many women are 
truly creative but feel they have not 
training or skill. But quilts speak 
a universal language. 


This quilt pattern was developed by 
Mrs, Leach in pink or rose and cream. 
She used unbleached muslin for the 


creamy part, 

It, may be developed in any two 
plain colors. The fly foot may be in 
a darker shade than the space the 
fly walks upon, if you want to make 
a two-toned quilt in one color. 

Or the foot tracks may be in print 
with the background in a plain color. 

The club members cut the pat- 
tern and directions from the day's 
paper and then sent for the pattern 
leaflet. The pattern is full size but 
omits any seam allowance. Therefore 
one-quarter inch must be allowed 
when cutting. This allowance is made 
on all sides. 

Be sure the pieces are cut true 
and exact for thig,quilt loses some 
of its beauty if the center of each 
block is not true and neat. 

Some people put this quilt  to- 
gether with square, plain. blocks the 
Same size in between pieced blocks. 
Others use strips or sash work. Still 
others prefer to make it an allover 
quilt. Try it for yourself.
